Rematkable Display of Aurora Dorealls
on Februmy 2lst—An Official Roport
fiom the Dudley Observatory.
During » portlon of last night and this
moming, & peculiar aurora appeared in the
northern heavens, At 13 P, M, of the 20th an
suroral clond was visible pear the northarn
borizon, and occasional streamers were given
off from the clond. beilng mostly confined to
the enstand west llmite, But it was not untll
G A M.on the 21st that we noticed luﬂhing
Dlats susaral cloud lay plied 4p. 1n, the ‘noréh
e u north,
ng slong the Zon .\gul. 120 degrees,
in darkners as we 'ﬁ
onched the borizon, and we have reason
hove It wis an auroral cloud, since the sky
was clear, and not a sngle vapor
el waa visible in any ton of the heavens,
This cloud had an altitnde of about 80 degress
on the meridian, and the » MAargin was
fringed with the suroral light, forming st times
a complete arch.
The streamers or flakes of light were thrown
off from the vortheast and northwest ends of the
cloud Jilh astonlibing ropidity, We estimated
the motion from the horizon 10 the zenith at less
than the one-tenth of a second of time,
At ih, 10m. the stroamers scemed to jet in one
constant stream from the northwest and north-
uut.gmrmm of the clovd, while ali along the
north the suroral arch threw off waves of light
every two or three seconds,
At this thme it was truly o grand and magnifi-
cent phenomenon. These detached flakes rormed
in such a rapid stream from the cloud ms almost
to bewilder one In trying to follow them,
Al Bp, 20m, the flakes and streamers continned
to appenr and disappear in remarkably qulck
succession. And occastonally an fimmense wave
of Jight was rolled from the whole northern
horizon aud digappeared in the zenith,
At b6b. 30m, the aurora coutinued, but with
not such striking characteristics.
In the esrly evening until nearly 8 o'clock the
sky waas clear and the moon shone with unusual
brilliancy. About this tim= @ snow squal sud-
denly come up, which confinued for hall an
Hour or longer, This squall was sccompenied
with a violent gust of wind from the northwest,
Immediately qrecedlmr this equall the register-
ing and printing barometer showed a sudden
rite of 0°08 ynohes in leas than three minutes,
The barometer continued to rise until noon ot
the 21st, when its helght was 80°37 inches,
That the wurera is sn electrieal phenomenon
i pretty geverally sdmitied; bul whether it has
any connecvion with the atmospheric prossore
and the fluctuations of the baremeter has not
yet been fully determined,

An Adroit Robbery—An Express Messcne
ger Rebbed of 840,000,

An adrortly planned and boldiy exscuted rob-
bery occurred at 8t Louls, on SBaturday morn-

ing, the victim being a messeneer of the Umted
States Express Company named George Miller,

and the amount of money carried ofl ubout torty

thousand dollars. There had arrived at the
Express Office a package addressed to H, O,

Daviy, No, 181 N. Third street, The messenger
roceeded to deliver the packuge, snd agcending

he #tairs at the number inaicated, found at the

door of a room at the extreme end of the bulid-
ing a small sign board, bearng the name of H.

C. Davie. He opened the door and entered the
room, and saw three wmen walking or standing
unear & table at the stove, with their faces turned

from him. He had taken but two or three stops

in the room, when some one seized his arws

from behwmd, efectually preventing him

from drawing a revolver or otherwise defending
himeell, and pressed a knec to the small ol his
back, bending him backwards at the same in-
stant. The three mcn in the room sprang to the
nesistance of thelr confederate, one ol whom
thréw a hacdkerchicf over hiz eyes to blindiold
him, aud all lending their gssistance to hold him
down, he was #o effectuslly gageed and bling-
folded, and his feet and hands securciy bound.
The garroters then took possession of his bag
containing the packages intrusted to his care,
and procezded to divide the conténts among
themselves, This operation was cvidently per-
formett under some excitement and in preat
haste, s ome package, containing ten thou-
gand dollars, wae leit in the bottom of
the bag, being partinlly concealed by the book
of the messenger, Severa! of small amount,
amone them the one addresged to Davis, wero
dropped on the foor, and one of $3000in Miller's
pocket was left undisturbed; in all, about $16,000
wisg,leit behind, . Having tuken all they found,
and made their division, the robbers cautiously
took their departure one by one, their victim
betng bound and helpless on the floor, Aftor
the robbers had left the room, Mr. Miller got the
geg out of his mouth and shouted for nssist-
ance, when others having rooms in the building
came to hie relief, and guickly unbound him.
The messenger and others immediately ran
down stairs, but their eager questions failed to
elicit any information as to any persons naving
aeeed out of the building, aud, ss Miller was
lindfolded ro quickly ae to prevent his getting
more than a glimpse of any of the party, there
is but little hope of the arrest of Lthe robbers,
The packages lefi on the floor were gathered
up and carried, by the messenger, fo the Express
Office, the officers of which estinate the amount
carried off at $40,000, one package nlone con-
taining $12,000. ‘That the robbery was a delibe-
rately ghmned adair was eatablished bevond a
doubt by the opening, at the Express otlice, of
the package addressed to Duvis, which had been
dropped by the robbeis. It was gent from Alton,
and was marked 375, but was found to contain
only counterfeit bills, This view isalso corrobo-
rated by the faot that on Thursday a package
was received from Mexico, Missouri, addressed
to Charles PloMfman, at the same number. The
messenger who took that delivery weut to the
room, where he found a pasteboard sign bearing
the name of Ploffman, bul, a5 no one was in the
room, the paok was returned to the Express

oflice 1o ll: ealled for. This packdge was also
gpllined,a found to contaln only counterfeit
1118,

hessnnts in an adjoming cover, and directed
I8 lordehip™ attention to him. The lniter,
naturally frritated beyond measure at the occor-
rence, deelred his keeper to go and turn him of,
and thoot one of his doe, and added, as he was
hurrying away to obey nim:—‘‘Here, you had
better tuke my pony, and then you will get back
quicker,” And e banded to him, at the same
time, a very favorite shooting povy, for which
he would mol have taken money.

tlie gervant wonld stop to listen to nothing else,
and took to his heels to tell his master, who conld
nat understand his not riding beck on the poay,
and was horrified at hig /ate. DBelore, however,
Le could resolve in his own mind what course
e ghould adopt towsrds the General, he was
still moresurprised at receiving a chailenge from
the Generul for the insult that had been otlered
g by the ehooting of his getter,  Of course “‘the
rolle lord" did not secept it, for the tame of his
sotagonist bad reached him; but, to provent
further annoyance, concessions were made, and
the affair in time bléw over.

He was a at lover of Shake-
gpeare, ond far beyond (he average stamp of
gmateurs who interpreted him. The turi, bil-
liards, or & plgeon sweepstakes he loved. He
showed no mercy to a Derby favorite which he
did not like, and he had in s time some mira-
culous escapes. “‘Gorbhambury’’ was the only
riace-horse he ever owned, and with him, who
started at one thousand to Gtreen, he ran second
to *“Costnerstone,” beating “Gaper,” “Briudsh
Yeoman,” and a numver of good horses; and
had he won, he remarked, *‘there would have
been corn in Egypt.”

1 hope also that you and dear Mrs Campbell
have, in Stockholm, this nutumn, assisted in
this very dramatie period of SBwedizh social and
political life, whose first purt ended happily aod
autifully the 7th of December in the houge of
w nobnlity. As true republicans, lovers ot
civil equality, in social and political rights, you
will have enjoyed it. ‘The reference made in the
King’s opening speech to the Diet, to the work
of public education as the thing to do, in order
to give a sure toundation to the freedom and
welfare of the nation, supported as this opinion
is by his Ministers, and especlally hy the noble-
minded statesman Louis de Geer—the nuthor of
the now accepted relorms of our represantation—
shows a lugh consciousness of both the eim and
the means of gocial development.
“What do the leading minds of your greatcoun:
try give as a programme for their sims and
ulﬂ:m, at the opemng of this new great period
of Hiain the New World?
